"When the 
water ;>eeps unaer the laver, then freezes, 
something hasXo give, and it is usually the 
road surface. 


ID stands to reason that the borough can- 


not repair all these craters osermght, so 
motorists must thread their way between 
gaping holes for many days until the repair 
crews can make tneir rounds.

annual patching win soon amount to a. figure 
that could have given the community many 
new streets.

11HEADY we have insisted that France, Italy 
•" and Austria take some of our -tobacco as 
"aid"1 under the Marshall plan. Probably "we 
will ask Britain to do the same. 


As yet, Washington planners haven't seen 


fit, to explain, why a $262 million. -item for 
tobacco has been included in the first 15 
months of Marshall aid; $911 million for the 
four year program. But as we see It, the 
explanation irrobably runs something like 
this: Europe long has been our leading to- 
bacco market Recently, because they needed 
hard-to-come-by American dollars for other 
ttungs, European countries have purchased 
le^s of our tobacco. Britain alone used to im- 
po— 300 million pounds of the "weed" each 
ysax, bu^ now has cut the amount down to 
a trickle. It is looking elsewhere for smokes. 


Soiithern Rhodesa, for example, is re- 


sponding to British encojragement by mak- 
ing plans to enlarge Its tooacco production 
•shich c?me to £5 million pcunos in 1946-47. 
E\en that amount Is two and a half times 
prewar. 


The African colony hasn't pushed tobacco 


proauction as much as it might in the -past 
because Britain has oought from us, or be- 
cause' we incluaea American tobacco as a 
lena-lease item during the war. 


Other European countne« are looking less 


to the United States for the^r tobacco, too. 
To counter tne trend, we plan to gi\e them 
tooacco on the doubtful theory that it vml 
help maintain the foreign market for our 
tonacco growers 


But tnere is nothing doubtful or theoretical 


aoout tne fact tnat tne American taxpayer 
and smoker will have to pa> for tnis "gravy" 
for toaacco. 


I hope that promoters of our eTer- 


tamments will rear up on their hind feet 
and refuse to pcy tms amusemen'' tax.

the Anglo-Saxon sphere).

TT IS not often that; a mild disorder 


develops into a serious one, oat cancer 
of the Lip is a decided exception to tnis 
general rule. IE o'i.en begins as ^nothing 
more danzerous seeming than a' mere 
thickening of the s^in. or It may develop 
from such aixaarendv harmless conditions 
as a Uny sore or a' recurrent exacting of 
the sKin. 


If any of the conditions develop "which 


miFm lead to cancer of tne I.p, .immedi- 
ate treatment by a pnvsician is aavisable. 


As a rule, some type of s.mpla oper- 


ative treatment is an tnat is recurred to 
gei nd of these condi Ions ^Caturaliy. ivhen 
me thickened skin or ulcer is removed, 
all of the affecbeo. nssnes snould be cut 
out. 


The usual locar.cri of a carcinoma of 


The hp is on the lower Iro. It appears that 
th^s type of ronior growth occurs almost 
entzrelv in men. It is thoiizhi, tnat the 
continued exposure to oad weather or 
Irritation from toaacco may help to bung 
on this type of cancer. 


The rumor itself is raised aboTe the 


slnn and may oe ulcerated. Some are 
inflamed. 


If a cancer has developed, operative 


treatment is imperative. A small cancer 
of the ripper lip can be removed snd the 
cages of the wound brought together la 
some cases, hc~ever, the erowtn may 
have extenced to such anextect that 
lar^e amounts of tissue must be reinoied, 
and various rypes of plastic operations 
done to repair the defect in the lip. 


Tissues may be taken from the lower 


lip to aid in tne repair of the upper; 
sometimes tissues may be taken "from the 
forehead. 


In those cases in which the tumor 


growth is quite large, or tne patient can- 
not undergo an operation, treatment with 
radium and X-ray is used. 


Whenever cancer of the lip 13 to be 


removed surgically, some of tne tissues 
should be examined at once under the 
microscope to determine tne type o* tumor 
present. This is necessary so that the 
surgeon can decide whether or not the 
lymph glands in the neck will also ha\e 
to DC removed. 


In one type of tumor known as squa- 


mous cell epitheliomas, it is suggested 
tnat the lymph glands be taken out in all 
cases since this type of tumor Is likely 
to metastasize, that is, the tumor cell* 
are carried from the original grdwth to 
other parts of the body where they lodge 
and grow.
